Christmas Candies 

The fondant candy preparn- 
tions are most suitable for 
Christmas candies. They are 
easy to prepare and they .nay be 
put to an almost endless number 
of uses. Fruit juices, coloring, 
chopped nuts. coconut, chopped 
candied fruits, cofiee flavoring 
and chocolate will -give you any 
number of differently flavored 
candies from the same basic re- 
cipes. ; 

An Easy Recipe 

If you have ever tried ma.wing 
fondant and failed. you probably 
will not believe that there is such 
a thing as a recipe that can't 
fail. but here it is: Combine 
three cups sugar. one tablespoon 
buiter. one tablespoon cream, 
three-fourths tablespoon vinegar 
and one-half tablespoon salt a1.d 
then add one cup of boiling 
water. Mix thoroughly. Cook 
until the syrup forms a soft ball 
when dropped into cold water. 
During the cooking wipe the 
sides of the saucepan with a 
piece of wel cloth wrapped 
around a fork to remove the 
sugar crystals. 

Remove from the fire and pour 
onto an unbuttered plate. When 
cool, beot until the mixture can 
be gathered into a soft ball. 
Knead until smooth and creamy. 
You can use this candy “dough” 
immediately or you can put it 
in a covered dish and keep for 
several days. If it is a little 
sticky from standing, add con- 
fectioners’ sugar and knead 
thoroughly. If it is too hard, 
add a small amount of cream. 

Pop, .v ° udgze 

Fudge is always popular for 
the sweetmeat dish or for Christ- 
mas packages. Few things taste 
so good as chocolate made nto 
candy so here is a recipe for 
chocolate-marshmallow fudge 
Put four cups of sugar and one 
cup of cream into a deep kettle. 
Add four squares of chocolate 
and one-eighth teaspoon of salt 
and stir together. Cook until the 
mixture forms a soft ball when 
a little is dropped into cold wa- 
ter. Then add two tablespoons 
of butter. Coo! the fudge to luke- 
warm, add two teaspoons of 
vanilla and beat until thick. 
Have one-fourth pound of 
marshmallows cut in two. Pour 
half of the fudge into a greased 
pan, cover with marshmallows 
then pour in the rest of the 
fudge. When cool. cut into 
squares. If you wish nut meats 
may be used instead of marsh- 
mallows. 

Neapolitan Blocks 

Neapolitan blocks are easy to 
make from the fondant. Divide 
the candy into three portions.

Lord Hailsham has a link vith 
the United States. for his first 
wife. who died in 1925. leaving 
him two sons, was a daughter of 
Judge Trimble Brown, of Nash- 
ville, Tennessee; granddaughter 
of a former Governor of that 
state and American Ambassador 
to Russia.
